SUIT RESULT OF 
AUTO ACCIDENT 


A verdict of $8,794 20 in favor of 
D. Cleveland Miller, G ettysburg R O, 
against Raymond Miller, of Potts­ 
town, was returned by a Jury In 
Franklin county court a t Cham bers­ 
burg. Wednesday afternoon. 
The 
Jurors deliberated almost two and 
a half hours before arriving a t their 
verdict 
The action for damages, which be­ 
gay before Judge W atson Ii Davi­ 
son on Monday, was tile outgrowth 
of an automobile accident, near St 
Thomas, February 26, 1928, when 
automobiles driven by the plaintiff 
and defendant collided 
I/eft Him Cripple 
Of the six persons Injured in the 
ciush, D Cleveland Miller wus the 
most seriously hurt. 
His injuries 
have left him perm anently crippled, 
according to medical testim ony given 
at the trial by Dr. C. G Crist, of 
Gettysburg. 
Twenty-six witnesses were heard 
in the course of tile trial. 
Besides 
Doctor Crist, J A rthur Phiel. G et­ 
tysburg garageman, testified on be­ 
half of the plaintiff, while Dr J. Mc- 
Crea Dickson, of G ettysburg, was 
among 'th e defendant's witnesses. 
W ith che Adams county man a t 
the time of the accident were Mr. 
and Mrs. David Malcolm, formerly 
of Adams county, who also were in­ 
jured in the crash and were adm it­ 
ted as patient* to the Chambersburg 
hospital, where Miller was a patient. 
T he plaintiff is said to have lost 
sense of touch in (me hand and his 
rn roe of taste and smell, among 
other things.

Miller sued the Pottstown man for 
$50,000 
The suit was borne by the 
com pany which carried liabiiity in­ 
surance on the Pottstown man s m a­ 
chine.
